as a ‘barroom,’ and that the considera- 
tion would have failed if the plaintiff 
had come in and said: ‘You may wse it 
for any other purpose, but no longer for 
a saloon,’ and it did as completely fail 
when the state came in and, by lawful 
enactment, with which the defendants 
appear to have had nothing to do, de- 
clared that, to use that place after Jan- 
vary |, 1908, for the purpose for whicn 
it was rendered, will be a crime.’

Washington, January 9.—The advocates 
of a general river and harbors appro- 
priation bill are making every efort «*o 
have such a measure reported at the 
present session of congresg. While the 
general schemes for the “Atiantic deep 
waterways’ project are not ready for 
eonsideration by Congress, the Onlo 
river project is in such shape as to re- 
quire only the moneys necessary for 
commencing the work. This project, 
which is to make an “all-year 9-foot 
waterway” from Pittsburg to Cairo alongs 
‘the Ohio river, probably will be tue 
first large new Inland project which will 
be presented to congress, and the mein- 
bers of the house committee on rivers 
and harbors are deliberating as to 
whether a bill appropriating the money 
for this work should be reported at the 
present session. It is very likely that 
@n emergency measure will be reported 
by this committee, if it should decide 
not to report a general appropriation 
bill, this measure to provide funds for

The committee will meet on Monday ‘+o 
decide, if possible, what course it will 
ursue with reference to the rivers and 
arbors improvements. Representative 
Ransde!l, of Louisiana, president of the 
Trivers and harbors congress, and a 
member of the house committee In 
rivers and harbors, will introduce a res- 
Olution within a few days which wii 
provide for a joint commission similar 
in purpose to the present monetary com- 
mission, which would be empowered to 
employ experts and Visit the countries 
of Europe in order to give congress 
complete information with regard to 
the policies of the nations in improv- 
ing waterways.

EXILES FROM VENEZUELA 
ARE SAILING FOR HOME 


The Colony of Expatriates in New 
York Is Rapidly Being. 
Diminished. 

New York, January 9.—Bhe colony of 
Venezuelan expatriates in this city, 
which has been rapidly dwindling since 
‘President Gomeg took charge of af- 
fairs, was still further depleted today 
with the sailing for Caracas, on the 
steamer Zulia, of three interesting per- 
sonages, who, for political reasons, left 
Venezuelan territory during President 
Castro’s regime. The returning trio 
are Caesar Zumeta, ruilerme Egea- 
Mier and Hyacinto Lopez. All, par- 
ticularly the first two, have had inter-

best known writers on political subjects 
in South America, was formerly vice 
consul of Venezuela in this city, and 
consul ™ Liverpool. Senor Egea-Mier 
was @ participant on the losing side in 
the Matos rebellion, and has since con- 
ducted newspapers in Santo Domingo 
and Havana. Senor Lopez, the third of 
the returning exiles, is a writer and 

poet. 

Such few Venzuelans as are left in 
New York have, it is sald, not yet fully 
Satisfied themselves as to the attitude 
and general policy of President Gomez, 
and are awaiting developments before 
returning.

london, January 9-—That the com- 
mon  blue-bottle variety of fly is a 
frisky, playful little insect capable of 
learning all manner of gymnastic and 
acrobatic feats sounds almost inctedi- 


entist, has just succeeded in demon- 
strating that it even excels the far- 
famed performing flea in its abflity, to 
juggie balls, twirl dumb-bells and play 
nurse with a diminutive doll. Further- 
more, in order that there can be no 
doubt of his claims on behalf of the 
much-maligned fiy, Smith has made 
cinematographic records of the most as- 
tounding feats of his talented troupe. 

This quite unexpected aptitude of the 
fly was discovered through a scientific 
experiment. The fly, because of its pe- 
cullar breathing apparatus, generates an 
enormous amount of physical energy. 
It wag while he was making experi- 
ments to discover the ratio of energy 
generated and the weight of the insect’s 
body that Smith stumbled upon the fact 
that the blue-bottle was a prime sub- 
ject for instruction in gymnastics. 

He was not long in following up his 
discovery. He determined, after a few 
preliminary experiments, to specially 
breed the memberg of his performing 
troupe, thus insuring flies which were 
Strong and healthy. For this purpose 
meat was placed upon sand several 
inches in depth in a box, Then Smith 
waited for the blue-bottles to get busy. 
As soon as enough eggs had been de- 
posited by passing flies he put a cover 


|on the box.and placed it on a shelf 
‘for about three ‘weeks. At the end of 
that time his flies were ready to re- 
ceive their preliminary instruction in 
Skill and strength. 

‘The life story of the common fiy, like 
; most other intimate facts of insect life, 
|is amazingly interesting. Its life is a 
‘short one, measured in periods of time, 
but. brimful of happenings. The eggs 
are deposited on putrid meat and hatch 
almost immediately. The grubs, or gen- 
tles, ag they are called, absorb the lquid 
portions of the meat and develop with 
astonishing rapidity. 

When they have reached their full 
growth a reddish-brown pupacase, glossy 
and hard, -{s formed by the stiffening ef 
the outer skin. ‘ 

Backward Step. 


Then the insect, instead of developing, 
seems to take a backward step. The 
original maggot, within its shell, is 
transformed into a cream-like, liquid. 
Out of this develops the fly as we know 
it, The next stage demonstrates how 
nature overcomes an apparanently se- 
rious difficulty. The fly within the 
pupacase is soft and so tightly packed 
as to prevent any great amount of 
movement on its part. One would im- 
agine that it was impossible for it to 
escape and that it would be forced to 
spend its life imprisoned in this way. 
That is where solicitous nature steps 
in. In the head of the fly at this stage 
of its development is to be found an 
elastic sack and into tHis the spare 
fluid from the body is forced. As @ 
result of this: gradually § § increasing 
pressure a circular hole is forced in 
the top of the pupacase and through 
this the fiy makes Its escape. In a@ coOu- 
ple of hours or so the fly’s head con- 
tracts to its normal size and its sort 
skin hardens to meet the knocks and 
shocks of the new existence it has en- 
tered upon; its wings expand and gain 
in strength; and before one knows it 
it takes flight to add to the misery of 
the world, as.a pest Or a germ carrier, 
or ig made captive to add to its fund 
of amusement, as the chief actor In an 
exhibition of skill and strength. 
According to Smith, for the latter pur- 
pose, it is first necessary to teach the 


fly that its wings were made for orna- 
ments and not to fly with. If it can 
once get that idea knocked into its 
head it will readily take to the learning 
of the sé€veral tricks. Much the same 
method is adopted as in teaching ‘fleas 
that there are better ways of employing 
their strong legs than in jumping ex- 
traordinary distances. Only in the case 
of the flv it is much more difficult. 
The flea soon gets tired of jumping if 
placed under a glass bell about the size 
of a thimble. Every time he springs 
his head comes in violent contact with 
the top or sides of the thimble, and it 
is not long before he decices that it is 
much pleasanter to stay on all-fours 
In the case of the fly it is different. 
He willl attempt to escape, but, being 
mire cautious in his movements, will 
bump his head against the side of the 
bell gently. 
Clever Device. 

In order to beat this caution and to 
hurry the period of training, Smith 
rigged up a clever device whereby the 
fly was imprisoned in a dark box with 


a small door constructed, in part, of 
thin glass and mounted upon ane es- 
capemesf somewhat like that used in 
an ordinary pendulum clo When the 
unfortunate fly, in his buzzing, bump- 
ed against this door, it immediately re- 
coiled and gave him a smart rap on 
the head. Even with this mechanism, 
however, Smith found that. the fly was 
a very obstinate little insect, and took 
quite a surprising number of knocks be- 
fore he was cured of his wish to fly. 
In no case was the cure entirely com- 
piete. 

“Next,” said Smith, in discussing his 
methods, “came the question of food. I 
selected honey, and my specially bred 
flies took to it like the bad boy to the 
jam pot. After the preliminary training, 
they would sit or stand on the end of 
a pen-holder and eat contentedly of 
honey offered to them on the point ofa 
pin. I had to be very cautious, how- 
ever, ‘especially at the beginning, for 
no matter how much the fly has been 
trained or subdued, any sudden move- 
ment of the hand was pretty sure to 
frighten it. The natural enemies of 
flies, which they avoid more or less by 
instinct, such as lizards, spiders, birds 
and frogs, are generally very rapid in 
ttheir movements. I found, and anybody 
can prove it themselves, that by mov- 
ing my hand -ssteadily, but with ex: 
treme slowness and caution, that it is 
possible to touch the head of an ordinary 
fly who has alighted on a table with- 


out his taking flight. 

“Them is another reason,” continued 
‘Smith, ‘‘why the utmost care is neces- 
‘sary in teaching tHe fly to do its tricks, 


'A fly is easily injured, and no mattem 


how slight the damage, I found that it 
| always materially interfered with the 
result. This is not strange when one 
lconsiders how difficult it would be for a 


.|' human juggler to perform his feats with 


'a sprained finger or a broken arm.’ 

' The first experiment tried by this 
scientist was to test the strength of 
the blue-bottle. It proved, however, a 
failure. He constructed an extremely 
delicate balance with dial and indica- 
tor, and to the lever a silk thread was 
attached. To the other end of the 
thread a small house-fly was fastened 
by one of its hind legs. When it en- 
deavored to escape, it naturally regis- 
tered its pulling powers upon the dial, 
So far, so good, Next, a gigantic, spe- 
cially bred blue-bottle was attached. 


To Mr. Smith’s surprise, after a mighty 
tug, the balance separated from its

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stand, and fly, dial, lever and indicator 
disappeared over the house tops. 
Specatacular Tricks. 

In telling me of his successful at+ 
tempts to teach the blue-bottle spec- 
tacular tricks, Smith_ said: 

“It took me a long while to discover 
what were and what were not suitablo 
objects for the insects to perform with. 
I found, for instance, that a lead shot 
was unsuitable because it was _ so 
smooth that the flies are not able to 
get a sufficient grip to support this 
comparatively great weight. After 
many attempts, I finally decided that 
cork balls, match-sticks and tiny 
shells were the handiest. Subsequent- 
ly, I taught one of the flies to juggle 
with a tiny dol] about half an inch in 
length, provided with jointed arms 
and dressed in a robe of watered silk. 
On the blue-bottle itself I also put a 
dress and a nurse’s cap. It really sur- 
prised me how docile the insect was 
under this strange treatment. 

“In order to juggle with these ob- 
jects, a fly needs much more than mere 
physical strength, Especially is this 
so in handling smooth objects like a 
pearl] shell, If we examime the fly’s 
feet under a microscope, we shall dis- 
cover the secret of .its success. Hach 
foot is provided with a couple of 
curved claws ang two pads covered 
with tiny hairs. Each of these: hairs 
emits a sticky finid, thus making pos- 
sible to the fly the manipulation of ob- 
jects too smooth for the claws to grip.” 

According to Mr. Smith, the real 
problem is not in making the blue- 
bottle do something it does not care to 
do, but tn allowing it to do something 
natura] to itself. He claims that any- 
body, with a little care, patience and 
intelligence, can teach the fly to do ex- 
actly the s@me tricks that he has 
taught them. The formula works out 
something like this: Find out what 


Already doubting Thomases have 
made their appearances, questioning 
whether Smith has realy achieved any- 
thing or whether the so-called tricks 
were just faked for the pictures. 

These critics have suggested that the 
attachment of the fly 
bell is due to a little paste addeq by 
‘the instructor, and that the unhappy 
insect is, in reality, only attempting to 
get free of an unwelcome’ encum- 
brance, 

This, however, can hardly be true, as 
a iittle exercise of common sense will 
Soon prove. For the fiy, as well as for 
the professional juggler, it is necessary, 
first of all, that the objects manipulated 
should be perfectly clean. In the case 
of the insect the least impurity will 
clog the pads of its delicate feet ana rt 
is not until they are clean again that 
they can perform their intended func- 
tion. A striking proof of this is found 
in the moving pictures which Smith 
took of his Insects. In it, the fly has 
apparently discovered some dust on the 
ball with yhich he is performing. Sev- 
eral times he stops and transfers the 
ball to his hind legs until he has care- 
fully cleaned his front feet. Perhaps 
another critic has shown more origt- 
nality in suggesting that the fly has been 
fed on iron filings and the dumb-be!l 
magnetized! 

if further proof were needed of the 
fact that there is no physical compul- 
sion tq account for the tricks, it can 
be found in the feat in which the flies 
have been taught to juggle with a dumb- 
bell. A fly is seated in a chair and the 
dumb-bell placed between its Jegs. If 
the fly had any desire to rid itself of 
the dumb-bell, it has simply to release 
its hold and the object would immediate- 
ly fall to the ground. This, however, a 
well-trained fly never does. . When it 
isetired, it gently rests the dumb-bell 
on the floor and, when it is resvea, 
picks it up again and resumes. the 
twirling. 

Smith has an explanation of this new- 
found talent of the fiy. ‘In al, proba- 
bility,” he told me, ‘these insects are 
Willing to perform these feats because 
exactly the same movements of the legs 
are necessary as in walking. It tock 
me some jittie time to discover this and 
I am confident now that, by carefu! ob- 
servation, I have hit wpon the true ex- 
planation.”’ 

Smith laughs at the idea that there 
is any cruelty to the insect involved in 
the course of training through which he 
puts it. A blue-bottle is fed and fat- 
tened, he says, and prevailed upon more 


agility. Thus the supposed cruelty 
works itself down to a few minutes of 
possible dfscomfort to the fly. after which 
he ts fed on honey, and allowed to fly 
away if he wi!l). 

Although Smith has no desire to enter 
into competition with the proprietors 
of performing fleas, he declares that the 
fly is destined to take its place opposite 
its fellow insect at the country fairs, 
where, in the years to come, we may 
see under a powerful magnifying glass, 
a number of busy flies displaving tal- 
ents totally unsuspected by our fore- 


fathers.

As to the service on these roads, it 
is excellent. One can go by sleeping 
car to all the chief citi and there 
are now more than thirty trains each 
Way every day between Yokohama and 
Tokio. The distance is eighteen miles, 
and I traversed it yesterday in twenty- 
seven minutes. 

Japan’s Big Postal Service.” 


At the time of my first visit to-Japan 
the new postal system had been inaugu- 
rated. It was introducéd by an American 
named Bryan, who was connected with 
our postoffice department at Washing- 
ton, and all of the machinery and other 
arrangements were modeled after our 
own. The system was then three years 
old and it was carrying 57,000,000 let- 
ters, 40,000,000 postal cards and 1!8,000,- 
000 newspapers a year. - Japan had then 
begun to make its own postage stamps, 
and I saw 100 Japanese giris at work 
in the bureau of engraving and printing.

Last year it carried: more than !,200,- 
000,000 pieces of mail, and of these al- 
most 300,000,000 were’letters. Its postal 
cards numbered about 700,000,000 and 
the books were half as many as the 
whole population. Japan has now a pos- 
ial parcel system, which is carrying 
16,000,000 packages every year, and it 
has postal savings banks all over the 
empire with millions of dollars of de- 
posits. 

As to telegraphs they are also under 
the government, and their rates are far 
lower than ours. I can wire any one in 
this city for 5 cents a message, and can 
send fifteen words anywhére in Japan 
for 10 cents. The rates are low to other 
countries and especially to Korea and 
China. It costs 75 cente a word to Ma- 
nila, and $1.80 a word to Washington, 
D. C. “The latter high rates are caused 
by the foreign cable systems. 


A Nation at School. 


One of the greatest advances which 
Japan is making is along the lines of 
education. All Tokio seems to be going 
to school. j 

The streets swarm with boys and girls 
in school dress, and this is so in all the 
towns in the country. The government 
requires that all school children shall 
wear uniforms. The boys have a sort of 
divided skirt which falls to below their 
knees, and above this may be a jacket 
or a kimono and a cap. The-girls wear 
plum-colored skirts with heavy pilaits 
and kimonos tucked inside. They go 
bareheaded. ’ 

At certain hours of the day the streets 
are thronged with such students ranging 
in age from six to young men and wom- 
en of twenty. ‘There are more than fifty 
academies and special schools in Tokio 
@lone, and there are other colleges in 
other partes of the empire. There are 
night schools in the cities for the work- 
ing classes, and technological night 
schools as well. Altogether about 5,000,- 
000 students are attending the element- 
ary schools of the empire, and there are 
also three thousand especial and techni- 
cal schools. There are kindergartens 
with eight hundred teachers. There are 
industrial schools of many kinds, schools 
for the deaf, dumb and blind and also a 
girls’ university and industrial sehools 
where girls are @ught.

It. is made from coal dust 
which comes from mines near Nagasaki. 


The dust is first washed with water to 


remove the mud and sand“in it and is 
then mamnufactured into bricks, which 
are said to have a greater heating 
power than the coal of Cardiff, England, 
or any coa] from the United States. 
The brick factory is at Nagasaki and 
it is now turning out 50,000 tons of 
these bricks every year, all of which 
are purchased by the navy department. 

The brick coal] is of two shapes, round 
and square.. The square bricks are 
used in the battleships and cruisers, and 
they are crushed before they are thrown 
into the fire. The round coal is for the 
destroyers and the torpedo boats. This 
coal is now bringing over $9 a ton, and 
the government pays more than a half- 
million a year for it. 

The mines from which the coal comes 
are small. The vein now used is only 
three feet deep, but it is said that an- 
ether mine has been discovered in the 
Hokkaido, where the vein is larger and 
the q@yality of the coal is better, It would 
pay the United States to investigate 
these deposits, and find whether _we 
have not a coal which can be made to 
burn without smoke. Such fuel / would 


be of enormous benefit toward the clean- 


liness of our cities. 

A large part of Japan’s coal is com- 
ing from the Hokkaido, the igland at 
the north, which we know as Yezo. It 
ig one of the least developed parts of 
the empire, and it may add considera- 
bly to its mineral wealth. Mines were 
opened there about twenty-four years 
ago, and they are now producing a m!l- 
lion Or more tons a year. The empire 
altogether yields twelve or § thirteen 
million tons, and practically supplies 
the coal for all the ports on this side of 
the Asiatic continent. It will probably 
have a great increase of its coal supply 
through its new possessiong in Korea 
and Formosa. The Korean mines are 
said to be especially valuable, and soon-

There are many banks and 
stock companies which are paying big 
dividends, and the foreign papers pub- 
lished here devote a large paft of their 
first pages to financial advertisements. 


In it I see a half dozen 
banks advertised,each of ‘which has a 
capital of mfilions. Here ig the Yoko- 
hama Specie bank, which has 24,000,000 
yen paid in and a surplus ef over 14,- 
000,000. The yen is worth 60 cents. 
The president and all officers of the 
bank are Japanese. It has branches in 
the big cities of Japan and agencies all 
over the east. It pays S per cent on de- 
posits of six ménths and 2 1-2 per cent 
On current accounts, and notwithstand- 
ing tat its gross profits for the last 
six months were over |,000,000 yens. It 
pays dividends of !2 per cent, and will 
add a hak million dollars this year to 
its reserve fund.

This te 
owned by the members of the Mitsui 
family, who advertise that they assume 
an unlimited cesponsfbility for aif’ the 
Mabilities of the bank. The Mitsui bank 
has a capital of 6,000,000 yen. Its de- 
posits now approximate 70,000,000, or 
almost $25,000,000. That bank pays. 6 
per cent on deposits of six months, and 
about 3 per cent on the daily balances 
of its depositors. 

Another Japanese bank, the: Da! Ichi 
Ginko, the president of which is Baron 
Shibusawa, has a capital of 10,000,000 
yen and there are foreign banks with 
capitals ranging up to $20,000,000 and 
with enormous reserve funds. Among 
these is the International Banking Com- 
pany, of New York, which has a capital 
and surplus of $6,500,000. 

As to Japanese banks, they are to be 
found all over the country. There are 
more than 2,000 of them, and their cap- 
ital, all told, amounts to more than a 
half billion yen. Nearly all the leading 
banks of Tokio are paying dividends 
and sd0me very large ones. The One 
Hiundredth. bank in 1906 paid 30 per 
cent. Am odd thing about these banks 
is that each has ite seal at the head 
of its advertisement.

New Seoretary of Agriculture... 


There is also gome discussion now of 
@ new man for the post of secretary of 
agriculture; Hon. James’ Wilson, of 
Iowa, has been secretary of agricul- 
ture for the past eleven years and has 
made a new cabinet record for con- 
tinuous service in one post. He would 
probably*® not decline the portfolio if 
it were again offered him. 

But in view of the fact that the 
south is distinctly an agricultural sec- 
tion and in view of the crusade for 
more widespread education in scientific 
agriculture in Georgia and elsewhere, 
the suggestion is being made that it 
would be an appropriate thing to se- 
cure a southerner for secretary of ag- 
riculture in the new Taft cabinet. 

Dr. C. W. Dabney, now president of 
the University of Cincinnati, is being 
mentioned in this' connection. Dr. Dab- 
ney is a native of Virginia and has spent 
most of his life in the states of Virginia, 
North Carolina and Tennessee. He was 
for a number of years at the head of 
the North Carolina experiment station, 
later was president of the University 
of Tennessee, and went from there to 
the University of Cincinnati. He has 
won a4 national reputation as a capable, 
broad gauge and efficient college presi- 
dent, and is recognized as one of the 
leading educators among the faculties 
of the emalier colleges of the country. 
He is now drawing a salary of $15,000 
a year.

Formerly Assistant Secretary. 


Dr. Dabney was at one time assistant 
secretary of agriculture and is thorough- 
ly familiar with the organization and 
work of the department. He is an au- 
thority in the realm of scientific agri- 
culture, apd his pre-eminent fitness for 
the position of secretary of the national 
department of agriculture has led to a 
etrong boom ‘being started by some of 

old friends in Virginia and Tennes- 
sv to secure his selection by Mr. Taft. 

There is now ‘being appropriated for 
the department of agriculture about $1!3,- 
- €00,000 annually. The total amount ap- 
propriated for agricultural education 
and experiment station work, which 
work is largely influenced by the activ- 
ity of the national department of agri- 
culture, is between $40,000,000 and $50,- 
000,000.

appropriation from the federal govern- 
ment for scientific-education in agricul- 
tural and mechanic arts. Under the 
Morrill act, $15,000 was being appro- 
priated to each state for this purpose.

A North Carolina Case.

Georgia-Florida Saw Mill Associa- 
tion at Work to Prevent Foreign 
Lumber Being Piaced on Free 
_ List—Says Lumber Indus- 
try Is Now in Pre- 
carigus Condition.

Washington, D. C., January 6.—(Spe- 
icial.)~The. lumbermen of the - south 
are showing very deep concern over 
the shaping af the new tariff bill, and 
appreciate the danger to their busi- 
ness which is looming up ominously in 
the probability. of lumber products 'be- 


The lumbermen of Georgia and other 
southern.«states’are insisting that this 
act would paralyze their business, now, 
when it is just beginning to recover 


cent panic. They declare such a step. 
will be ruinous. 

A number of members of the Georgia- 
Florida Saw Mill Association have writ- 
ten members of the Georgia delega- 
tion in congress, protesting againsi 
lumber being placed upon the free 
list. H. H. Tift, ofefifton, Ga., presi- 
dent of the assowuation, recently. ap- 
peared before the ways and means. com- 
mittee and urged that the tariff on 
lumber be not taken off. 

Mill men and manufacturers of lum- 
ber insist that to lower or repeal the 
duty on lumber would at ahy time se- 
riously affect the industry, but just 
now it would be a dire calamity. 

Not only have the members of the 
Georgia-Morida Association been ax- 
tive, but committees from various lum- 
ber associations throughout the coun- 
try have been besieging the ways and 
means conimittee not to molest the 
lumber schedules. 

Attitude of the West. " 


The most active support of the pro- 
posal to reduce the lumber tariff comes 
where no lum- 
ber is praduced, but jwhere large quan- 
tities of manufactured lumber is con- 
sumed. The people would naturally ex- 
pect lower prices df competition from 
foreign countries, which produce lum- 
ber, could be secured. Twhey are point- 
ing out that the introduction of lum- 
ber from:abroad would have the ef- 
fect of conserving the use of our na- 
tive lumber, would go a long way to- 
ward saving the forests from destruct- 
five assaults and woutd result in the 
more economic utilization of the tim- 
ber ‘supply. ~ 

It was to please the democrats of the 
middie west that the paragraph was 
inserted in the last democratic platform 
ealling for a reduction of the duties on 
lumber, and on wood pulp. 

The mill men insist there is no lum-. 
ber trust: that contrary to popular be- 
lief, the lumber people Rave not been 
reaping any exorbitant profits. They 
say that the car shortage of last year, 
the financial scrisis, followed by the 
stirring political campaign, the falling 
off in consumption of lumber, and the 
consequent era of low prices, have left 
the lumber industry in a really preca- 


rious condition. To reduce the tariff 
now, they say, would mean ruin to 


many mill men, and would seriously 
embarrass the entire industry. 
Wide Injury to Industry. 


They further insist that the reduc- 
tion of the tariff would help the cqn- 
sumer very little, as the, middleme ; 
rather than the consumer, }gvould get 
the benefit. 

In answer to those persons who de- 
sire the more economical use of the 
native forests, the lumber men say that 
competition with foreign lumber, affects 
mainly the lower grades of lumber. The 
result is that the portions of the tree 
from which the lower grades are man- 
ufactured, are left in the forests to rot 
or burn, thereby causing a loss to the 
country at large of a big percentage of 
one of its natural resources and serious- 
ly interfering with the movement re- 
cently inaugurated for a conservation 
of the forests.

In the frst two Bryan campaigns, the 
democrats had a similar organization. 
Under the leadefship of William Ran- 
dolph Hearst, who was the national pres- 
ident, these democratic clubs reached 
a high state of efficiency in 1900.

Washington, January 9.—The census 
bureau today reported 12,470,226 run- 
hing bales of cotton ginned from the 
growth of 1908 to January |! iast, 
againsi 9,961,505 a year ago, and 27,386 
ginneries operated, against 27,276 a 
year ago. The percentage of the whole 
crop ginned to January |! is 90 per cent 
for 1909, and 90.4 per cent for 1908. 

The .report includes 231,82! round 
bales, and 86,016 sea island bales for 
1908. It counts round bales as half 
bales and excludes linters. The cot- 
ton ginned to January |, 1907, and 1906, 
were 11,741,039 bales and 9,725,426 bales 
respectively. The total crop of 1907 
was 11,057,822 bales, of which 92.7 
per cent was ginned to January |. The 
lcrops of 1906 and 1905 were 12,983,201 
|'bales and 10,495,105 bales, respectively.

This structure is now in 
use and is one of the most attractive

Reinforced Concrete Viaduct. 
The second .cut shows the.new rein- 
forced concrete viaduct, as it was .on 
January 2, 1909. This structure is about 
186 feet long and 80 feet wide. The 
sidewalks. are !0 feet wide, and 3° 
driveway 60 feet wide, giving room for 
double track car line in the center. The 
grade of the old bridge.was raised about 
6 feet to give plenty of water-way un- 
derneath, and to reduce the grade of ap- 
proach.

The rock 
and sand were furnished the contractor 
by Fulton county from their own quar- 
ries and sand pits. The steel was rolled 
and furnished by the Atlanta Steel Co. 
The county forces are now at. work 
back-filling and preparing the dirt road- 
way approach, 

The cost of these two bridges amounts

The three bridge¢.shown and described 
in the foregoing’ are monuments to the 
progressiveness and good judgment of 
the county commissioners, and set a 
standard for future boafds.

FOR FARMERS’ WIVES

The conference for farmers’ wives be- 
ing arranged by Mrs. Walter B. Hill, 
superintendent of the school improve- 
ment leagues of Georgia, represents a 
movement timely and broadly practical. 

The conference will be held at the 
State College of Agriculture, in Athens, 
January 19 to January 23. 

“All-interested in the problems of the 
home and school .are. earnestly re-: 
quested to attend,’’ states Mrs. Hill In 
her circular invitations, “‘and tell your 
friends and bring your neighbors. 

“A smal] exhibit of work by children 
in our country schools will be loaned 
for this meeting. There will be an ex- 
hibit of labor-saving devices {in hoyse- 
hold conveniences. A number of wall 
charts and pictures wil be employea 
to illustrate the various: subjects dis- 
cussed. Two traveling schoo! libraries 
will be exiibited. There will be a 
rest room provided for the guests.” 

There is probably no woman whose 
duties more closely isolate her than the 
farmers’ wife. 

The farmer himself goes to the town 
and hears the news; the sons ‘and

BOOK BY DR. J 


AMES W. LEE 


TRANSLATED INTO KOREAN 


The announcement that “The Making 
of a Man,” by Rev. James W. Lee, is 
being translated into the Korean lan- 
guage, and published by installments in 
The norean Evangel, is a rare tribute 
to the value of a book by means of 
which an Atlanta minister found a dis- 
tinct place in the world of thought. 
“The ‘Making of a Man" was first pub- 
lished both in New York and- London 
in 1893, Soon afterwards it was trans- 
lated into an Japanese language’ by 
Ta-ka-ha Ghi Goro, the’ most distin- 
guished man of letters in Japan, and 
published by a native house in Tokio. 
Copies of the work were placed in the 
Buddhistic libraries of Japan by. Dr. 
S. H. Wainwright, then the head of a 
school in Kobe, Japan. 
“The Making of a Man” was trans- 
lated into the Chinese language by ‘Riev. 
Dr: Young J. Allen, of Shangha!l. 
Through means. furnished by Mr. Wil- 
liam M. Sloan, of the Hamilton-Brown 
Shoe Company, of. St. Louis, two thou- 
sand copies of the book were placed in 
the hands of that many mandarins and 
officials of China. Dr. Allen declared 
that Dr, Lee would be able to reach 
more people among the upper classes of 
the empire throvzh his book than he 
would had he been multiplied into 
twelve individual misst- 
gone personally to preach to the natives 
of China. Now, what he has accom- 
plished through his writings tn Japan 
and China, he is to undertake in Korea. 
To be able to act as a missionary in 
three empires, without leaving his work 
as a pastor at home, is certainly an 
achievement, sufficient to cheer the 
heart of any minister. While “The 
Making of a Man’ was the first book 
of Dr. Lee, it is not the only one that 
has had a wide circulation in the world, 
He was the head of an expedition in 
1894 sent out to Palestine and other 
Bible lands around the. Mediterranean 
sea to secure photographs and dsta for 
a book on “The Earthly Footsteps cf 
the Man of Galilee.’’ 
larger sale than any work of the kind 
ever written by a southern author. In 
portfolio form it had a sale of over a 
million copies, according to_the state- 
ment of the publishing house by which 
Dr, Lee was sent out. Several hun- 
dred thousand copies were sold in Eng- 
land. Rev. Dr. George Adam Smith, 
the most . distinguiShed writer on the 
Holy Land among Enslisn speaking peo- 
ples, said'that the photographs by which 
this work was illustrated were the most 
perfect ever taken in Palestine. These 
beautiful pictures, taken under the di- 
rection of Dr. Lee, are now used to 
illuminate “The Self-Interpreting Bi- 
ble,’’ of which Dr, Lee is an _ editor. 
This great work has been having a 
large and steady sale for the past ten 
years. Out of the trip to Palestine our 
author secured the data for other books; 


Story of Christ,”’ 
Bible.”’ He wrote besides “The Ro- 
mance of Palestine’’ and “The History 
of Jerusalem.” In addition to these 


‘lTworks on Biblical subjects, he wrote 


‘The Life of-Henrx W. Grady, Editor, 
Orator and Man’’ and the “Tilustrated 
History of Methodism.” Here seem- 
ingly was enough work to use up all of 
one’s energy, but instead they were only 
the by-products of his activity. His 
real work, was that of pastor of city 
churches.

PEP wes e ®, 
SUCCESSFUL ORGANIZED CHARITY. 


The annual report of Seoretary Joseph C. Logan, of Atlanta’s Associated 
Charities, is indicative of the important possibilities of — this institution, 
properly supported, is capable. 

It is no longer in the experimental stage, but has reached its period of 
definite and ‘substantial accomplishment. 

During the last year attention was given by the Associated Charities to 
1,426 cases, which, with the families included, involved 3,654 persons. . 

In these cases every class of charitable relief was afforded, from the 
friendly visit to the sick and distressed to the supplying of food and cloth- 
ing, rent and fuel, and, in some instances, even cash. 

The distribution of charity upon a systematic organized ‘babis, where each 
case is carefully Investigated and relief extended in the form and to the 
extent most needed, not only removes all doubt as to the worthiness of the 


object of such charity, but is of substantial benefit to the community, im that 
it results in exposure of the tramp and the vagabond, many of them of crim- 
inal tepdencies, and enables the authorities properly to deal with them. 

It is this end which the Atlanta Associated Charities has already in great 
measure attained. Mr. Logan’s report shows that 176 applicants disap- 
peared. Many of these were, possibly, tramps, who ascertained that this or 
ganization stood between them and the practice of their questionable pro- 
fession and left the city. There were twenty-six fraudulent beggars removed 
from the streets and quite a number of cases were, for various reasons, re- 
ferred to the police. 

Thus, while providing proper assistance for the needy, of whom the 
records show there were many cases, the Associated Charities stands as a 
barrier between the public and the imposition of the shiffless and semi- 
criminal classes, of which its energies have resulted in a freeing the 
community. 

Best of all,:the Associated Charities helps others to Mele themselves. 
At the same time it provides them with needed agsistance, it seeks to make 
them self-supporting; the product is better men and better citizens. 

The achievements of this association should command the attention and

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ANOTHER LESSON FROM MESSINA. 


Reports from earthquake-stticken Messina and contiguous districts in- 
dicate thaf the homicidal convulsions of nature have been followed by a 
visitation of typhoid fever which threatens indefinitely to swell the long 
roster of the dead, and tragically complicate the work of rehabilitation. 

The natives of the vicinity, with the dazed credulity characteristic of 
the o]d world in the face of such calamities, are said to view the new afflic- 
tion as a further manifestation of the vengeful wrath of Omnipotence. They 
believe that the necessary slowness with which the bodies of the victims 
have ‘been interred has offended malignant Providence, which is venting its 
fury on a people already prostrate under the heel of catastrophe. 

In all human likelihood, the scourge which the Italians piously attribute 
to Diety is the price of their own ignorance of sanitary laws. 

Unquestionably, typhoid fever had been present in the neighborhood 
long before the date of the earthquake. The latter stupendous disaster sim- 
ply destroyed the sewerage and other ordinary sanitary precautions, and gave 
the germs of the disease free and unrestricted rein among the survivors and 
those working for their relief. 

Dispatches ‘from the vicinity allege that many of the Italians absolutely 
refuse to leave the immediate scene of the disaster in response to the wise 
admonitions of the authorities, and continue to huddle together in a fearfully 
unsanitary fashion in the ne and unhyegienic center of the ruined 
districts. ‘ 

It will be remembered that a similar visitation was forestalled at San 
Francisco only by the active and unrelenting intervention of the authorities, 
who succeeded in keeping their heads. 

The enlightened twentieth century has learned that many of the ills for 
which humanity once indicted Providence are the consequences of its own:

For some years the expanding volume of public business and the devel- 
opment of the newspaper field have caused the press associations to send 
ont, far in advance, lengthy documents, or other matters of a public nature, 


for “release” at a specified date. 

Such procedure is, of course, a display-of the highest confidence on part 
both of the author and distributer of such documents. A violation is 
viewed as one of the unpardonable sins of a newspaper's exces and it is, 


happily, of rare occurrence.

It will also mean, from 
time to time, the loss of splendid play- 
ers for a reimbursing sum far below 
what the player is Teally worth, which 
will be a pity, as class A magnates can't 
generally afford that sort of thing. How-~ 
ever, it’s all over with now and there is 
no use crying; the onjy wonder is tliat 
it hasn’t been dome sooner. It will not 
materéally affect the grade of playing. 
in the class A leagues, for probably the 
double A leagues will not be permitted 
to take more than one man from the A 
teams, the same as the majors are doing. 

Note—Since the above was written the 
national absebali commission, the supreme 
authority of baseball, has issued a special 
ruling on the point of drafting by the two 
newly classified leagues, the BDastern League 
and American Association, to-wit: the double 
A. The ruling is that but one player can be 
drafted from each class A team, as hereto- 
fore, and that the AA class leagues cannot 
@raft from the clase A league if the major 
leagues have already drafted a man. For ex- 
ample; Should the major leagues overlook 
all the men on the 19098 Atlanta team, then 
the AA League teams can draft one man, 
so the matter ts practically where it was 
before.

No one objects to a student playing 
ball’ for money during the summer if 
he needs the money, or sees fit to do 80, 
whether he needs the money or not. In 
other words, there is no moral turpitude 
involved, and nobody respects the play- 
er any the less. , The only point is 
that if he does play for money he must 
be considered a professional] and hence- 
forth forever debarred from participation 
in college playing. 

(Many exceptional] cases occur in which 
it would seem advisable or fair to per- 
mit the player to continue playing on 
hif college team; even after having 
played for money during the. sum- 
mer, but the difficulty comes in trying 
to frame a just and equitable rule. Once 
Jet down the bars even a little way, and 
it is likely we shoutd find a whole 
horde of students squeezing in under 
one construction or other of:an untried 
rule, The colleges are afraid to frame 
rules and to try the experiment of let« 
ting the students have any license at 
jall in the way of playing for money, 

and they are right: for it is not proba- 
ble that, once started, they could not 
stop again short of giving the ama- 
teurs absolute liberty, Some say why 
not do this, sO long as the student was 
not a professional player .before enter- 
ing college? The trouble is, we should 
then have two standards of amateurism 
in sport in this country. Under the 
baseball standard it would be ail cight } 
to take money and stil retain the stand- 
ing of an ‘amateur, which could not 
possibly be done in other sports. This 
would bring on endless confusion and 
practically undermine the whole sys- 
tem of ‘amateur sport and the organiza- 
tion bf the A. A. U. in this country, 
after dosens of years of work to. build 
it up to where it now is. 

The problem is like many another big 
one—too large for this generation to 
solve or even attempt to solve: time 
alone can work out a solution. 

It’s a matter for a moment's reflection

Tech and Georgia offer a money-mak- 
ing proposition guperior to any other 
ix the running. In addition, Georgia 
owes her Atlanta alumni the privilege 
of seeing the red and black in action, 
at least once a year, oftener, if pos- 
sible, 

Where They Piay Nowt 


At present Tech plays Clemson in 
Atlanta. Georgia plays Auburn, some-

The last statement is literally, 
figuratively, true.

“When farmers’ institutes began 
among negro farmers in the fall of 
1907, some of my southern white friends 
said to me, ‘Parks, there is no doubt 
fabout farmers’ institutes being a good 
thing for white farmers, but 1 am not 
so certain about negro farmers. “They 
do not seem to be interested in their 
Own improvements, However, we will 
see how you come out with this effort.’ 

said to myself that there was the 
key to the whole. situation. These 
southern white men must be made to 
gee the wisdom and economic value of 
heiping these negro farmers to better 


methods 

“We held Clark university a 
round-up -farmers’ institute, which 
lasted for gix days, from august 3 to 8, 
1908. No effort was made to get a 
large crowd of lecal people from the 
city. We advertised for farmers. Wwe 
charged 60 cents per day for reom rent 
and board. We failed to get reduced 
rates on the railroad, but in spite ot 
these @pparent difficulties, we regise 
tered sixty-five persons from twenty- 
four counties—six teachers from fivé 
different counties, six preachers from 
three different counties, fifty-two farm- 
ers from twenty-folir different counties 
Forty-five of these farmers owned their 
farms, and are highly respected by both 
white and colored in their communities 
As much as $11.0 railroad fare was 
paid by some of the farmers to reach 
the institute, and after being at the 
institute one day, some of the farmert 
wrote home for their sons. 

‘We enabled the national agricultural 
department to distribute !,000 farmers’ 
bulletins among the farmers who knew 
nothing of its work, before, and 400 
farmers’ bulletins in the hands of. rural 
school teachers who did not know how 
to get hold of, agricultural informa- 


tion.

DOGS PUT ON THE TRAIL 
F THE UNKNOWN SLAYER 


Atter Followinp Trail for Long 
Distance Bloodhounds Give Up. 
Two Theories Advanced 
for the Killing of 
Mr. Back. 


Peaceably wending his way home- 
ward at 9 o’clock last night, with a 
basket of grootries on his arm, and 


with thoughts of his wife and two baby 


girls in his heart, Lonnie Buck, 41 


' years of age, a coal and wood dealer 
on Marietta street and a resident of 173 


Curran street, was shot three times and 
killed by an unknown person within 
fifty yards of his home. 

Buck was picked up neighbors and 
carefully borne to his home, where he 
died ten minutes later, with bullet 
wounds in his wrist, chest and face. 
He gave no account of the affair. The 
body was sent to Barclay & Brandon’s, 
Funeral arrangeménts will be an- 


nounced later. 


Bloodhounds were put on the trail 

and followed it for several miles. 
Police Are Mystified., 

The deed was one of the most das- 
tardly and also one of the most mysti- 
fying that has ever come to the atten- 
tion of the local police. Absolutely no 
motive can be ascribed for the killing. 
Buck was held in high esteem by his 
neighbors and was known generally to 
be a peaceful mar. On the occasion 
mentioned he had shortly before closed 
his wood yard office and prepared for 


the trip home, stopping at Saye’s gro- 


cery store for a supply of provisions. 
His wife, Mrs. Gerdine Buck, had pro 


vided him with a basket and asked him 
on the return trip home to bring some 
With the basket on his arm 
he walked down Curran street to within 
hailing distance of his home.

bors heard three or four. shots and 
rushed to the rescue. Before they ar- 
rived they also heard Buck shout, 
“Help, help, I’m shot.” 

Ed Hicks was the first to the scene 
He tried to get an intelligible account 
of the shooting from Buck, but the lat- 
ter gave him only a vacant stare. With 
the assistance of several persons stand- 


ing round, Hicks lifted Buck out of the 


Sutter, where he had fallen, and took 


him home. 


Struggle With Assailan é. 


Almost under the moonlight shadow 
of a fifty-foot pine the trage dy took 
Place. Diagonally across the street and 
leading up to a narrow lane is a rudely 
improvised wooden bridge fifty feet 
from the tree.

These facts would lead to the conclu- 
sion that Buck struggled with the man 
who shot him and the struggle began at 
the bridge and continued across the 
street. 

Robbery or Malice? 

Those who arrived on the scene stated 
that the basket was found in the middie 
of the sidewalk, apparently undisturbed. 
The basket was taken to the residence. 

Buck's friends say he was a man of 
many friehds and few enemies. Conse- 
quently the belief that he was held up 
for the purpose of robbery is tabooed. 
Qn the other hand, a bag of money, the 
result of the day’s business at the wood 
yard, together with a pocketbook con- 
taining a small amount of money, were 
unmolested. 

Two theories are also held as to the 
position of the man who died the shoot- 
ing. Buck was on the left-hand side 
The dig pine 
10 feet from the 
sidewalk. Behind this the assailant 
could have hidden. To discourage this 
theory, however, are the positions of the 
wounds on ‘the body of the dead man. 
Dr. J. F. Freeman, who made the exami- 
nation, found all the wounds on the ieft 
side, in the chest, face and left wrisi, 
strengthening the belief that Buck had 
peen shot from across the street. 

Bloodhounds Struck Trail, 


W thin an hour-of the affair, Count» 
Onfticer Shockley arrived on the scene 
With three of his best bloodheunds and 
at once struck a trail. The track led 
gown Curran street, then right across 
au open stretch and into the neighbor- 
hood of the Atlanta Steel Company and 
the rolling miils. For a long time the 
dogs foliowed the chase, but eventually 
lost it. ‘Lhe searching party numbered 
scores of men, who single-c™™ after 
the hounds and stood reagy to render 
the officers any assistance, Call Officers 
Barfield and Fain, of the local police 
force, investigated, but found ne clue to 
the assailant. 

Buck conducted a coal and wood yard 
on Marietta street, near the foot of Cur- 
ran. He is survived by his wife and 
two little’ girl babies, one a "year old and 
the other three years of age.

AGRICULTURE BILL IN PERIL 


Jealousies Between the Department 
and the Agricultural Colleges — 
Will Probably Result in 
Smaller Appropriation. 

Dr. H. C. White 
Heard. 


Washington, January § 9.—Jealousies 
between the agricultural colleges, ex- 
periment stationg and scientists other- 
wise attached on the one hand, and the 
department of agriculture on the other,,. 
have come to the attention of the house 
committee on agriculture ¢o0 forcibly 
during the hearings being held on the 
agricultural appropriation .DIM that its 
effect will in all probability be felt 
in no uncertain way on the finished 
dill. 

At the beginning of the hearings Sec- 
retary Wilson, of the department of ag- 
riculture, called the attention of the 
committee to the difficulties the de- 
partment was meeting as a result of 
the jealousies of outside scientists. 

“We have an association that is 
known as the ‘Association of American 
Agriculturall Colleges and Experiment 
Stations,’’’ explained the secretary, 

“There are a few of those men who 
are perpetually jealous of what we are 
doing. To illustrate this very point, 
they are always raising committees to 
come and tell us what they think we 
ought to do, and how much of the work 
ought to be left to them alone.” 

Dr. White, of Georgia, Heard. 

Today the: executive committee of the 
Same association referred to by Secre- 
tary Wilson had its inning. Among 
those present was Dr. H. C, White, of 
Athens, Ga. 

The committeemen said ‘n substance 
that the value of the soil surveys of the 
bureau of soils of the department of 
agriculture, a work over which there 
has been much dispute in congress, was 
“grossly exaggerated,” not alone by 
farmers, but by officials of the depart- 
ment itself, 

Furthermore, Dr. Alonzo D. Melvin, 
chief of the bureau of animal industry, 
has informed the committee that ow- 
ing to the attitude of locall officials in 
north Georgia, and the cattle owners 
there, fe would probably be compelled 
to abandon the campaign against the

Political Opposition Charged. 


When questioned concerning this op- 
position, he said the antagonism arose 
eut of political reasons. 

“Much of the opposition,” explained 
Dr. Melvin, “came from poor people, 
who had but one or two cows, and did 
not want to be bothered by having to 
keep them confined. They wanted them 
to run on the commons, and rather 
than Rave opposition the -authorities 
failed to enforce their own ordinances.’% 

Another line of work !n which there 
is a lack of cooperation between the 
state and the federal authorities came 
to #he attention of the committee to- 
day when Representative Watkins, of 
Louisiana, addressed it in behalf of an 
increased appropriation for demonstra- 
tion work ir raising cotton to resist 
the bouY weevil, He said that althougr 
the state appropriated money for 
demonstration work, the federal ana 
state officlals did not cooperate. 

“Il have no hesitation in saying that 
there is no comparison between the 
work of the two governments, that of 
the department of agriculture being 
vastly superior,” testified the represen- 
tative.

TO SOND ISSUE 


Street Car Stockholders Will Au- 
thorize $20,000,000-"ssue 


ROBERT MADDOX RESIGNS

INTEREST IN APPOINTMENTS 


Views Expressed at Greensboro Two 


Years Ago—Were Later Moderated. 
| More Recently Next President 
Has Said He Would h 
to See Negro Enjoy Full 
Political Rights.

| Washington, D. C., January 9.—(Spe- 
#ial.)—The attitude that Mr. Taft wilt 
assume as president toward negro of- 
fice-holders in the south, is already re- 
ceiving some attention and . causing 
epeculation. 

In the campaign, which resulted in 
his nomination at Chicago, Mr. Taft en- 
eountered the active opposition of negro 
leaders throughout the country. It all 


dated back to a speech he made at- 


Greensboro, N. C., in a tour of the 
gouth, about two years ago, in which 
speech he declared that he would like 
to see a strong republican following in 
the south. As a difficulty in the way 
of this consummation, h emade it very 
clear that, in his opinion, many of 
those who had for years exemplified the 
republican party in, the southern states, 


were republicans for patrimony and not. 


from principle. Never contributing an 
electoral vote to the dominant party’s 
candidate, they yet controlled the 
patronage of the successful administra- 
tion in their sections. 
Mr. Taft then freely expressed the 
belief that offices should be awarded 
to the most capable man who could be 
secured to fill them, regardless of politi 
‘eal affiliations. The speech created a 
sensation, and caused such general dis- 
affection among the black republicans, 
that they could never afterwards warm 
up to Mr. Taft, even when he became 
the candidate of. the party. 

The Case of Joshua Wilson. 
_ An appointment, which may serve as 
the key note of: President Taft's posi- 
tion on the negro question, will be made 
by him in nominatihg a successor to 
Joshua Wilson, as postmaster at Flor- 
ence, S. C. Wilson is black. He Das 
been postmaster for one term, and the 
patrons of his office have been trying 
to get him out. He is the only negro 
holding a similar office in South Caro- 
lina. | 
* fhe renomination of Wilson was sent 
to the senate by President Roosevelt 
last year. The senate has refused to 
confirm the nomination, but Joshua is 
still holding the office by recess ap- 
pointment. 

In Mr. Taft's first batch of nomina- 
tions he will therefore have an oppor- 
tunity to say whether he is in favor 
of continuing negroes in office over the 
protest of those whom they serve. 

: Some Former Taft Sentiments. 


But, subsequent to Mr. Taft’s very 
frank statement at Greensboro, N. C., 
be discussed. on a different line, the 
rights and privileges of the negro as a 
man and a voter, and his words in-

At Lexington, Ky., and at Springfield, 
Mo., he stated it as his positive convic- 
tion that “The south should be permit- 
ted to séttle its problems in its own 
way.” 

During the recent campaign, speak- 
ing as the candidate for president named 
by the republican party, he announced, 
unequivocally, his adherence to “the 
letter and the spirit of the fourteenth 
and fifteenth amendments to the fed- 
eral constitution.” 

In a letter discussing the fight now 
under way in Maryland for the adop- 
tion of a disfranchisement law, similar 
to the one recently approved by the 
voters of Georgia, Mr. Taft said he did 
rot beHeve the negro should be danied 
his political rights by means of disfran- 


chisement laws, whieh applied to him 
the 


whites.

Trade Review Speaks of 8S. W. Mc- 
Callie, Who Is at Head of

“The Iron Trade Review,” published 
in Cleveland, Ohio, and the leading pub- 
lication of that interest in the United 
States, in its issue of January 7 has an 
article noticing the bulletin in which 
it makes the following reference to Pro- 
fessor S. W. McCallie, at the head of 
the geological] department of the state: 

“The report on the fossil iron ores of 
Georgia, just published by the geological 
survey of that gtate, is of such impor- 
tance as to demand more than the 
usual formal review of an official pub- | 
lication. It is issued as Bulletin No. !7, 
of the Georgia Geological Survey, and 
contains 200 pages of text, with nu- 
merous maps and plates. Its author, 
Dr. & W. McCallie, who is now state 
geologist, has devotefl several years to 
the study of these ores in both the field 
and laboratory. He may bé fairly con- 
gratulated on placing before the iron 
trade a wolume which contains not only 
the first detailed account of the fossil 
ores of Georgia, but also the first satis- 
factory discussion of the origin of the 
red or ClHnton ores in general When 
it ig recalled that ores of this type are 
the mainstay of the iron industry of 
Alabama and Tennessee, as well as Geor- 
gia, the *mportance of Mr. McCallie’s ex- 
cellent treatment of the subject becomes 


obvious.” .

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A Turner Masterptece. 


@ielen Zimmen in Metropolitan Magazine.) 
Of all pictures by the great English color 
poet, Turner, none is more popular than that 
which now graces the London National gal- 
fery under the name of ‘‘Rain, Steam and 
Speed,’’ which was first exhibited in 1844.

Dr. George Brown's work in his cru- 
cade against tuberculosis is attracting 

wide-spread attention. 

The Greenville, S. C., News, of Janu- 
ary 3, contains the following editoria! 


about Dr. Brown; 

The News had a2 pleasant call from Dr. 
George Brown, president of the Pine Ridge 
sanitarfum at Atlanta, on yesterday. He is 
deeply engrossed in the crusade which is 
being made in this» country againgt tuber- 
culosis and the institution over whith he 
presides is saving many lites from. the 
dreadful scourge. He was elected to the 
Georgia legislature last year on the one issue 
of a state sanitarium for the treatment of 
tuberculosis patients. In this connection it 
is cf interest to note that at its last session 
the general assembly of that state passed a 


bill making approprfation for the estab- 
lishment of such an institution, and it fs ex- 
pected that with the funds which will be in 
hand within the next twelve months it will 
be in operation. The experience in* Georgia 
Was just what it has been in this and other 
southern statesa—very hard to get the legisla- 
ture to make appropriation for a_i state 
tubérculosis sanitarium. Georgia will be the 
second state in the south with such an in- 
stitution, Alabama being the first to recog- 
nize the importance of such a move and to 
take the step. 

South Carolina needs such 3 sanitarium. 
The next legislature could do no more 1!m- 
portant work than to make provision for tne 
establishment of a hospital where consump- 
tives could be treated. Suoh legislation 
bound to come, sooner the better. 
South Carolinas

times more advantageous to the state 
save the lives of one thousand of its native 
citizens than to bring itn that number of 
immigrants. The News !s favorable to re- 
stricted imrnigration, but this is a smal!

She has. been 
editor of the woman's department of 
the Montgomery Advertiser for ten 
years, during which time she has writ- 
ten on a wide field of subjects, and 
has been a power used by the women 
of Alabama to carry through the 
movements for the betterement of laws 
espoused by them. She is now editor 
of “The Social World,” a paper,tne first 
issue of which made its appearance the 
ist of November. That this paper 
jumped into a full grown circulation 
from the first is due to the fact that 
the public had learned to look upon 
(Mrs. de Cottes as highest authority on 
social matters, and ther opinions had 
already, s0 to speak, a high journalis- 
tic market value. 

The Social World does not deal only 
with soctety, but with the entire social 
side of life, which, Mrs. de Cottes, in 
her new wow to the readers of the 
south says: “Is all of life excepting 
the criminal, the political, the calami- 
tous and the mercantile; and even these 
gometimes touch my field at sharp 
points.” 

Mrs. de Coties is a native of Alabama. 


It was her father, the late Hon. W. P. 
Browne, who opened, developed and ran 
with his own slaves, the great Monte- 
vallo coal mines for nearly twenty 
years. She was educated in Montreal, 
Canada, and when very young went to 
live in Augusta, Ga., as the bride of 
Mr. J. M. de Cottes, who is a member 
of one of the most prominent families 
of Georgia. His sister was the late 
Mrs. James Tobin, and his nieces for- 
merly the Misses Mariana and Louise 
Tobin, are now Mrs. Gould Barrett and 
Mrs. Henry Campbell Chafee. Mr. and 
Mrs. de Cottes’ home is one of the so- 
cial centers of Montgomery. Their 
two nieces, Miss Lucile Wilkinson and 
Miss Margaret Browne, who are with 
them, are two of,the most popular and 
admired young ladies in society now, 
and another niece, well-known in Geor- 
gia, Mrs. W. J. Orum, was formerly 
Miss Claudia Lewis, who spent her girl- | 
hood in Augusta and Atlanta.

Among the advantages of the city 
which is musical over the city whicr 
is not, is its power to encourage at 
“home and to develop culture (not only 
’ musical culture, but all the ‘kKindrod 
because they follow inevitably) 


ture from a distance. 

It is a fact, too, that the music-loving 
element in a city, whether its love ‘s 
for symphony or the less pretentious 
forms of music, is always a steady, 
substantial part of the, population. 


There is the privilege also to be an-- 


ticipatéd in a musieal city of hearing 
the world’s greatest artists and greatest 
aggregations of artists, since they will, 
in all reason, visit most frequently 
educative and delightfuj 
presence and work those cities which 
can afford them adequate recognition 
and appreciation. ; 

And finally, it is only natural to ex- 
pect in a musical city the concentration 
of the best teachers and schools of 
music. 

A city cannot truthfully be cailed 
musical, however, nor can it command 
the advantages and privileges of the city 
which is musica) until it has established 
@ permanent orchestr?’of its own. 


There may be in a city a large num 


ber of people who love music. snere 
may be many musical cliques and so- 
cieties, and many music schools. But 
until there is, aroused an escprit ‘le 
corps, a musical ambition sufficient to 
make possible the formation and sup- 
port of a concert orchestra, which is the 
basis of al! musical achievement of any 
real value, any pretentious musica: 
movement undertaken locally will have 
doubtful chance of success, and ma‘- 
agers in the great music centers of 
musical attractions of worth will look 
askance at that particular city and put 
no faith in its likelihood of supporting 
such attractions. 


d Local Conditions. 


Tt Js thus with Atlanta. While her 
population is large enough to warrant a 
permanent orchestra, and the number of 
her music students is sufficient to make 
manifest the need of an orchestra, no 
such organization exists. Individuals, 
and many of them, realize what an or- 
chestra would mean not only to. At- 
lanta, but to the student ambition of the 
south; but either the realization has not 
hitherto been general enough, or the 
musical spirit has not been sufficiently 
strenuous to bestir itself, and make the 
needed, orchestra a fact. 

Neéd of Cooperation. 


The real musical people themselves— 
teachers and musicians—have somé¢times 
been blamed for the lack of concerted 
action or accomplishment in Atlanta, 
and it is quite true that cooperation for 
any length of time among the musicians 
has hitherto been an unknown quantity. 

In one sense, however, there ig no 
more reason why local musicians ghould 
cooperate with one another than that 
local physicians should, or lawyers, but 
if mueical people want good music 
brought here (and likely they do, more 
than any other element of people) con- 
certed action would seem a very wise 
way to go about it. 

Musical Association. 


The Atlanta Musical Association, re- 
cently organized and composed entirely 
of musicians and singers, has now as-~ 
serted the very laudable intention of 
making a permanent orchestra its first 
and most resolute ambition. 

The association is made up of some 
of the most prominent, public-spirited 
and active members of the musical pro- 
fession in Atlanta, and their plan is one 
to merit a general applause and  co- 
operation. They expect to ask of the city 
an appropriation, such assistance being 
customary, and to establish also a guar- 
antee fund, which would be necessary.

A committee for the promotion of edu- 
cation of school children in the princi- 
ples of international peace was also ap- 
pointed. 

The annual meeting of the congress 
in New Orleans calls for the considera- 
tion of the welfare of the child in the 
home, in the school and in thestate.
